BONN — As the likelihood 
grows that new U.S. medium-range 
missiles win be stationed in West 
Germany late this year, the loose 
coalition of church and political 
groups that calls itself “the peace 
movement" is showing signs of 
confusion, disorientation and even 
resignation over its failure to halt 

the deployment. 

With no big demonstrations 
planned until autumn, activists are 
concerned that they have run out 
of time to affect the decisions of 
the West German and U.S. govern- 
ments on the missile issue. 

But anti-nuclear militants and 
officials alike predict here that, 
sharpened by desperation, demon- 
strations Later this year could turn 
violent.

The despondency within the 
anti-missile coalition has been ac- 
centuated by the triumph of Chan- 
cellor Helmut Kohl's conservative 
Christian Democrats in elections in 
March, disarray within the leftist 
Greens coalition and signs of U.S. 
flexibility on arms control. 

Activists acknowledge that the 
slim possibility of a U.S.-Soviet ac- 
cord at Geneva oa intermediate- 


range missiles has hindered their 
capacity for mobilizing protest. 

“I'm pretty pessimistic about the 
chances of slopping deployment,” 
Petra Kelly, one of the Greens’ 
deputies in the Bundestag, said in 
an interview. “People say they’re 
going to stem them, but l keep say- 
ing, ‘No, they're coming.’ There 
will probably be a big frustration 
because there isn't any strategy.” 

“The overriding issue of prevent- 
ing deployment has almost been 
forgotten,” said Miss Kelly, noting 
that activists were embroiled in. 
other causes, such as preventing 
women from being drafted into the 
army or protesting U.S. policies in 
Nicaragua. 

One recent night, she said, the 
party’s parliamentary group was 
kept up until 11 PM. hearing the 
complaints of homosexual mem- 
bers who felt they were being 
repressed. 

On the missile issue, a defensive 
note was sounded in (he current is- 
sue of Mediants, a guide to semi- 
nars, demonstrations and training 
sessions for non-violent actions. 

Alfred Mechlersheimer, a former 
army colonel who edits the bulle- 
tin. wrote that it is wrong to regard 
the projected December stationing 
of (he first U.S. Pershing-2 missiles 
in West Germany as inevitable. 


But. Mr. Meduershdmer contin- 
ued. should the missiles be posi- 
tioned, “each Pershing-2 . will 
strengthen the peace movement's 
resistance and drive the price of 
rearmament ever higher." 

In a telephone interview, Mr. 
Mechtershetmer outlined the move- 
ment’s planned activities for the 
fall, which include a blockade of a 
U.S. Pershing missile site at 
Swabtfch-Gmund and several large 
demonstrations Oct 22, including 
erne in Boon. 

“If the non-violent protest ac- 
complishes nothing,” acknowl- 
edged Mr. Mechtershamer, who 
advocates non-vioteat civil disobe- 
dience, “then it is posable that 
there win be a rapid strengthening 
or the violent wing.” 

A senior West German official 
who thinks deployment is likely 
concurred with Mr. Mechter- 
shdmer’s analysis, and noted with 
alarm that proponents of violent 
actions' openly argued their case at 
a recent “peace workshop"' in 
Franlcfiut 

“We are not sure we will have 
the same in the autumn as 
now ” the official said. “We could 
see spectacular and perhaps explo- 
sive events that may quickly lead to 
a broad mobilization of people.” 


Since the March election, several 
opinion ' polls have suggested a 
shrinking constituency for demon- 
strations. “1 think there is a lot of 
resentment and emotion in a mi- 
nority,” . said Klaus Liepek, the' 
head of the Inf as polling group, 
“and a very large majority that 
couldn't care less. This sort of ac- 
tive minority has always been 
there. The question is whether they 
will be able to mobilize other peo- 
pled 

One variab le is the final stance 
of the opposition Social Democrat- 
ic Party, which has been drifting 
toward open rejection of deploy- 
ment. But its decision will not be 
formalized until a parly congress in 
Bad Godesberg on Nov. 2 — rather 
late to affect the deployment of the 
first nine Pcrshmg-2 missiles, 
which are scheduled to be opera- 
tional on Dec. IS if there is no Ge- 
neva accord.

U.S., Angola Reported 
To Near Pullout Pact

BONN — The United States and 
Angola have reached a substantial 
measure of agreement on with- 
drawal of Cuban troops from An- 
gola that could soon lead to elec- 


tions in the neighboring disputed 
territory of Soutb-Wesi Africa 


territory of Soutb-Wesi Africa 
(Namibia). West German diplo- 
matic sources said Friday. 

The sources said the talks had 
reached a highly sensitive level and 
have had to face two severe tests 
recently. These were the UN Secur- 
ity Council debate on Namibia, 
which was opposed by Angola, and 
the visit la Moscow by the Ango- 
lan president Jose Eduardo dos 
Santos. 

Mr. dos Samos heads the ruling 
Popular Movement for the Liber- 
ation of Angola, which is backed 
by Moscow. Cuban troops, whose 
□umbers are widely estimated at 
18,000-25.000. first went to Angola 
in 1975 to help in the country's 
struggle for independence from 
Portugal. 

The West German sources said 
that once Cuban troops left Ango- 
la, South Africa would withdraw 
from Namibia and agree to elec- 


tions there. South Africa currently 
controls the former German col- 


ony, in defiance of a UN resolution 
calling for its independence. 

The UB.-Angman negotiations 
indicated that Cuban troops could 
lave Angola “in the really near fu- 
ture,” a diplomat said. 

The sources added that the talks 
had reached such a delicate stage 
that the United Suites was provid- 
ing the barest information, even to 
its allies in the Namibian contact 
group set up by the United Na- 
tions. Britain, Canada. France and 
West Germany are the other mem- 
bers. 

Fears that the contact group was 
f alling apart, with France threaten- 
ing to quit and the United States 
showing little interest, have now 
been dispelled, the sources said.

Nicaragua Runs Unorthodox US. Embassy

In Dr. Jarquin’s case, the breach, of diplo- 
matic code was the least of his problems. 

A month ago, he was a practicing gynecol- 
ogist in Managua. Then, with only a smaller- ' 
mg of international experience — he britifiy 
handled liaison between the Sandinist gov- 
eminent and Socialist parties in Eunme — 
Dr. Jarquin was selected to become Nicara- 
gua’s fifth ambassador to Washington since 
1979. 


Lack of diplomatic experience is the rule at 
the Ntearaguan Embassy. Not one member 
of the staff ever saved abroad before being 
assigned to Washington, according to the em- 
bassy's spokesman, Angela SabeDos. Famil- 
iarity with English, she said, is the reason 
most were selected. 

Nicaragua’s established diplomatic corps 
was replaced along with the rest ot the gov- 
ernment in 1979, when the San dinis i; seized 
power by overthrowing Anastasio Somoza, 
the longtime strongman of Nicaragua. One of 
the men' to fall with Somoza was the dean of 
foreign diplomats in Washington, Ambassa- 
dor GtriBermo Sevflla-Sacasa, who represent- 
ed his country for 35 years. . 

.The inexperience and youth of the current 
staff, combined with the tense state of rela- 
tions between Washington . and Managua, 
makes the Nicaraguan, ppsapn ope of the 
most': unorthodox embassy operations in 
Washington. "^We invent our jobs as wedo- 
them," Miss SabaDos said. 

The embassy building hself . does not con- 
form to the nonh for foreign legations. It is 
located 'in a middle-class area rather than in 
the dite Embassy Row neighborhood along 
Massachusetts Avenue. 

And it is somewhat dilapidated. The entry 
hafl was uulighted and unfurnished imrii a 
visitor remarked about the dark last week. 
The plaster and paint are crumbling' from 


one wall of the main reception room down- 
stairs and the carpel that covers the formal 
staircase is tom. A bomb threat made against 
the embassy Wednesday, and the police 
searches that followed added to the air of 
turmoil. 

The condition of the budding, embassy' 
staff members say, is a reflection of Nicara- 
gua's lade of money and the government’s 
spartan ideas about governing. “You don't 
need fancy furnishings to conduct business." 
one diplomat said.

Europe, This simplicity is its strength, a 
point that has not always been appreciated 
by those who have tried to make more of 
NATO and find more tasks for it The fact 
that the Atlantic Council did meet in Paris 
at the invitation of France is evidence of 
this fundamental unity, which exists among 
governments otherwise deeply critical of 
one another on matters such as internation- 
al monetary and economic policy, revolu- 
tion in Central America and the role of the 
industrial nations in the Third World. 

In the most important sense, then, the 
recent declarations of common purpose are 
not hollow claims. NATO, in fact, is a great 
deal stronger and more united than passing 
events may make it seem. 

The Soviets constantly play on allied dif- 
ferences. as it does today on the missile 
question, but this strategy has never been 
successful and it is not proving a success 
today. The NATO deployment of Per&hing- 
2s and cruise missiles is certain to go ahead 
unless serious concessions are soon made 
by the Soviet Union on its own deployment 
of medium- range nuclear missiles. 

The NATO alliance continues to respond 
effectively to a real threat which is directly 
felt by people throughout the West Europe- 
an countries. That is why it works, and 
works well. NATO will change when the 
Soviet Union lifts that threat. Moscow 
could profitably begin to do so by lifting 
the specific threat produced by its unwar- 
rantably large, and provocative, deploy- 
ment of SS-20 nuclear missiles, aimed at the 
nations of Western Europe.

Nanny at the Gates 


An officious government continues to tell 
Americans whom they may hear, by selectively 
denying visas to foreigners with controversial 
beliefs. Cuban and Soviet scholars, Chilean 
dissidents. Japanese pacifists, Irish nationalsts 
and their hard-line Protestant enemies have 
been barred at the border because their pre- 
sence would be contrary to U.S. interests. 

What interests? What national purpose is 
served by barring Bernadette Devlin McAlis- 
key. the articulate former member of the Brit- 
ish Parliament? The U.S. State Department 
perceives a threat in her intention to speak 
and raise money for Nicky Kelly, an impris- 
oned member of the Irish Republican Socialist 
Party. Well, we don't think much of her cause, 
either, and we would not contribute a dime. 
But we are equally sure that the government’s 
definition of the national interest damages 


America's reputation as an open society of in- 
telligent. free citizens capable of deciding for 
themselves whether to hear or ignore a speaker 
and to support or boycott the speaker's cause. 

Washington claims to be evenhanded in 
granting or denying visas, but its only dear 
policy is that the national nanny knows besL 

American citizens do expect their governors 
to exercise judgment, but not in ways that in- 
sult their intelligence. On rare occasions, rea- 
sons of slate may justify an exclusion, particu- 
larly when a friendly nation has good reason 
to request iL An open-door policy would keep 
such requests to a minim um. A self-reliant na- 
tion does not admit visitors as a favor to them 
or to approve their ideas. The exclusion of 
guests who will obey our laws is an affront to 
Americans and a sign of timidity to the world.

nought or naught? Fowler notes that nought is 
usually reserved for zero, leaving naught for 
poetic and rhetorical uses.

Even if the years 2000 to 2009 "should 
turn out to be dismal why prejudge the dec- 
ade as one that will come to nought/ naught? 

What is left? The gap remains glaring, a vo- 
cabulary vacuum abhorred by nature. 

Our suggestion is the ohL That would be 
accurate; each year in the decade has at least 
two O’s in its name. And the ohs, with a con- 
uotation or wonder, would be fittingly opti- 
mistic for (hat sun of a century. Toe one 
drawback is that someone seeking to make a 
point about federal deficits and debt might be 
tempted to spell it “the owes."

L ONDON — Prime Minuter 
Margaret Thatcher's landslide 
re-election looks dazzling. This has 
to be written before the final count 
is in. but the statistics matter less 
than the sense already established 
that the vote is a watershed Tor Brit- 
ain and, in a way. for Europe. 

There U a paradox in the conclu- 
sions to be drawn, it has been an 
inward-looking, nationalistic cam- 
paign. with tittle sense of what is 
going on in the rest of the world. 
But that in itself is pan of a pattern 
in the democracies, where crisis is 
driving vision down to a local focus. 

At the same time, it is a signal 
from ihe country that first launched 
the idea of nonrevoluuonary social- 
ism. with the Fabians in the 1920s. 
that the idea can go no further. 

The philosopher Sir Isaiah Berlin, 
with the self-mocking wit that is the 
hallmark of continuing British civil- 
ity. suggests it means that the coun- 
terrevolution has arrived. 

In the lost couple of years con- 
servatives have been winning al- 
most everywhere but in France. 
■And in France the Socialists are in 
grave trouble precisely because they 
overestimated the public’s desire 
for a radical change of society, 
and cannot deliver a painless cure 
for transformation. 

One or the nice things about Brit- 
ish society is its intellectual toler- 
ance. Sir Isaiah, who is leftish. sees 
Lhe demonstrative rebuff to Labor 
as a popular verdict of failure in its 
promise to deliver a better world. 
Peregrine Worsthome, an arch- 
Tory publicist, sees the result of La- 
bor success in achieving reform. 

This is still a profoundly demo- 
cratic country, for all the vivid rhe- 
toric in the campaign. Mrs. Thatch- 
er has won votes from the decisive

The Conserva- 
tives’ triumph, aided by favorable 
redisiricting, is based on about the 
same percentage of less than half 
the total vote as Mrs. Thatcher's 
more modest win four years ago. 

It remains to be seen what will 
happen to the Labor Party. It won't 
be the some. The alternatives are 
that the unrepentant left-wingers 
arguing for more audacity will take 
over completely and drive it to the 
fringe while the alliance begins to 
consolidate into an effective second 
party, or that it will regroup and 
seek’ the center-left again. 

There are Conservative extrem- 


ists. too, who might intoxicate Mrs. 
Thatcher with her own slogans and 
lure her into misreading her over- 
whelming majority. These are the 
short-term questions, and the likeli- 
hood is that the answers won't be 
dramatic but will sort themselves 
out into a tolerable balance. 

Thoughtful Britons on both rides 
of the political divide, exultant or 
abashed, are already beginning to 
think of the longer-term questions 
that the end of fie era of belief in 
socialist promise implies. They 
know that Mrs. Thatcher has no 
prospect for resolving the heavy un- 
employment that her rigorous poli- 
cy accelerated. They are concerned 
that a Victorian revival of pride 
that pleases the haves, new and old, 
offers nothing to inspirit the young. 

The elections have proved again 
that you can’t beat somebody with 
nobody, in troubled times, people 
go for Churcfaillian truths ahead of 
airy promises. The vote also shows 
the persisting big gap between the 
past and an inexorable future — a 
gap still waiting to be bridged.

Who Said America Should Do It Britain’s Way? 


L ONDON — The British election campaign 
just finished was excruciatingly bad in so 
many ways that one wishes every single wide- 
eyed American reformer who argues that U.S. 
politics and government would be oh so much 
better if we just did thing s the British way had 
been over here to share this experience. 

It would shatter all his or her illusions, start- 
ing with the widespread notion that it is silly to 
conduct campaigns for two years when the Brit- 
ish can do the job in four weeks. 

The belief that a four-week campaign is an 
ideal instrument for drawing forth the issues and 
testing the candidates may once have had some 
validity. It may have been true when parliamen- 
tary candidates quietly toured their constituen- 
cies. discussing matters, one on one or hi small 
groups, with the voters. But put a short, inten- 
sive campaign into today's high-tech setting, 
dominated by television and the polls, and the 
result is an echo-chamber bedlam from which all 
reasonable people flee in horror. 

During the first half of America’s two-year 
presidential campaigns, the contenders are no 
more than offstage noises. Even during the pri- 
maries, they are no more than a Tuesday night 
nuisance on television. From Labor Day to elec- 
tion day they demand a bit more attention but 
still share the stage with the World Series and 
college and professional football. 

But in the four-week British campaigns there 
is no escaping the politicians. They are on the

tube morning, noon and night, with press con- 
ferences, interviews, phone-ins and debates, long 
blocks erf time on the early and late news, and a 
batch of 5-, 10- and 15-minute party propaganda 
programs, broadcast free by every channel. 

The Sunday Tunes published a poll confirm- 
ing my impression that people were choking on 
the force-fed television electioneering. Only 3 
percent said they wished there were more; more 
than 50 percent said “too much." 

Speaking of polls, that is another area of 
wretched excess. Like vi tamins , they come at 
least one a day; there were seven last Sunday. 
Robert Worcester, one of the leading pollsters, 
did 43 in four weeks for nine different clients. 

Ivor Crewe, one of the best of the polling ana- 
lysts, developed Crewe's Third Law: “The more 
implausible the result of a poll, the more atten- 
tion it will receive." And what is true of polls is 
equally true of issues. The static level is so high 
in these brief campaigns that any statement that 
is not absurd tends to be ignored. 

You think British campaigns require politi- 
cians to “talk sense" to the voters? You should 
have been here during the four days consumed 
in deciding whether Labor’s Dennis Healey was 
a roller or just a fool to have accused Prime 
Minister Thatcher of “reveling in slaughter” 
during the Falklands war. It made Jimmy Car- 


ter's Playboy interview seem like high-level stuff. 

Another myth shattered by these elections was 
the belief that die British system provides a 
much clearer policy mandate than America's. 
Margaret Thatcher’s government was as coy 
about its future plans as Richard Nixon was in 
1972. Her opponents were never able to force 
her into talking about the real choices to be 
faced, mi raising taxes, or cutting services or 
borrowing more deeply — or of her plans, if any, 
for curing unemployment. AH those decisions 
were put off until after the elections. 

Mis. Thatcher, like any American president 
with a lead in the polls, treated the opposition 
contemptuously. Her behavior was encouraged 
the absurdity of the British electoral system, 
tich builds an exaggerated parliamentary ma- 
jority on a plurality of the popular vote; which, 
in effect, junks the majority of ballots, by the

America should encourage Paki- 
stan to get the best bargain it can. 
but not stand in the way of a settle- 
ment. A Soviet withdrawal would 
serve U.S. security interests in the 
Gulf region and South Asa. In the 
event of a crisis involving movement 
Of Soviet forces through Af ghanis! an 
Washington would have much more 
warning time than now. 

The agreement would help to sta- 
bilize. South Asia bv removing the 
Afghan conflict as a "bone of conten- 
tion between India and Pakistan. 

Soviet withdrawal would be a vic- 
tory for international public opinion 
expressed in successive UN resolu- 
tions calling for a Soviet pullouL 
Conversely, America would quickly 
lose the political benefits it has 
gained from Soviet embroilment if it 
appeared to the world that Washing- 
ton wanted to prolong the bloodshed

Regarding “MTiv Did Russia Deploy 
SS-20s in the First Place?" (IHt. 
May by Inuig Kristol - 

It is nor, as Prof. Kristol suggests, 
that the question as to why theSovi- 
ets deployed SS-20s bad” not been 
asked. It has been posed repeatedly 
on both sides of the Atlantic since 
1976. It seems, rather, that Prof. 
Kristol has not considered any but 
the conventional Cold War answer: 
that they are for a first-strike capabil- 
ity and/or nuclear blackmail. 

While even more open-miaded 
people concede that the SS-20 is a 
foul, threatening asnd unnecessary 
weapon, they have been able to place 
it in the context of mutual suspicion

I would refer Prof, Kristol to a De-

The SS-20 is in fact a derivative of 
the SS-16. an unsuccessful I CBM 
prqgranu" It was overdue, the report 
argued, in light of an aging, vulnera- 
ble missile system and the corre- 
sponding modernization of certain 
NATO nuclear forces. 

Overdue too, as I am sure Prof. 
Kristol thinks, is (he modernization 
of U.S. land-based strategic missiles. 
Could he understand it if the MX 


missile, which, like the SS-20, is also 
extremely accurate and carries sever- 
al nuclear warheads, led the Soviets 
to “chilling speculations and percep- 
tions" about U.S. “perceptions or 
intentions, or both?”

LOS ANGEI.ES (LAT) — Without fanfare, the Reagan administration 
has proposed major income tax changes that would benefit the U.Sl oil 
industry by overt u r nin g revenue-raising regulations shaped riming the 
Carter administration. 

The proposals would, in effect, malre it easier for oO companies to 
claim as credits against their U.S. income taxes part of the money they 
pay to the governments of foreign countries where they buy crude caL 
A Treasury official said the administration has no estimates of how 
modi the nation's oil companies would benefit But a top tax official for 
a major U.S. oO company, who asked not to be identified, said the 
Reagan rules would cut the levy on the cal companies by between $2 
billion and almost $4 billion annually from what would be collected 
under the Carter regulations. 

Mexico to Quit Auto Project 

MEXICO CITY (AP) — The Mexican government announced Thurs- 
day that two state-owned companies are uriHng their interests in Renault 
de Mexico and Mexican Automotive Vehicles to the French company 
Renault for $30 million. 

Both stale companies were in partnership with the French company in 
Renault de Mexico. The sale agreement, which calls for French Renault 
to handle the companies' unspecified foreign exchange balances, ends 
government participation in the manufacture of automobiles. 

A statement from the Somex Group, one of the two state-run compa- 
nies, said it was decided that the government should concentrate on the 
production of buses and trucks. The other state company involved is 
National DieseL

Gerard Bayens, spokesman for 
the Rijkswatemaat, the govern 
ment waterworks authority, said, 
“It could be tomorrow.' 

The engineers’ complex solution 
can be reduced to a simple formu- 
la. Take-a 9-kDometer opening to 
ibe sea. dose it with two artificial 
islands and a dam consisting of 66 
piers weighing 18,000 tons each 
that reach as mgb as 15 stories, and 
hang 5.5-meter-thick mobile steel 
gates between them. 

At a cost of $1.9 billion and 
30,000 man-years of labor, the re- 
sult is to be a harrier that protects 
even against storms so violent they 
have a likelihood of occuring only 
once in 4,000 years. 

The rapid, shifting currents in 
the Eastern Scheldt, an unstable 
sea bed and the often inhospitable 
weather are expected to create 
harsh problems for the construc- 
tion project. In response. Dutch 
engineers have developed ingen- 
ious construction techniques and 
have constructed mammoth, spe- 
cialized ships to put the prefabri- 
cated dements of the barrier into 
place. 

“We had to find all sorts or new 
things,” explained Mr. Bayens. 
“because such a project was never 
done before." 

Dutch engineers are even testing 
the possibility of lapping the 
threatening Simms’ force by using 
windmills to generate the electrici- 
ty needed to dose the barrier’s pro- 
tective gates.

“O n a serene and dazzling California morn- 


ing, the air fragrant with orange blossoms, 
the light shimmering and misty with the smoke of 
sprinklers, I left the sheltered halls of learning for a 
Wandeijaiir in Europe. I had kissed a few gins, and 
had read a few books, including The Decline of the 
West,’ by Oswald Spengler, to whom I had written 
to question his assumption that the West bad de- 
clined west of the Missouri River. Of east of the 
Missouri I hesitated to speak, but of the west I had 
personal experience. To this letter he had not re- 
plied. buc perhaps he needed time to think it over. 
If and when I was in or near Munich I would look 
him up.” 

So begins Wright Morris’s “Solo,” a charming ac- 
count of a year spent in Europe 50 years ago by the 


prolific novelist and author of an earlier autobio- 
graphical memoir. “Will's Boy.” I am not certain 
whether this passage reflects a romantic nature, buc 
it certainly betrays a naive one with a distinctly 
literary flavor. . 

This is confirmed when, a bit further on in the 
book, Morris admits that a violent storm be experi- 
enced while crossing the Atlantic in a freighter was 
not as vivid to him as a storm he had read about in 
Conrad. And theft am few places in Europe he will 
approach without a literary scene in nrind, most of 
them from the pages of Thomas Mann. 

Bui whatever his nature when he set forth, Eu- 
rope did not live up to his image of it He went first 
with his high hopes to Paris, but after two days of 
drirale. the Gty of Light “looked to me like one big 
dirty puddle.” Symbolically enough — though Mor- 
ris is too plain-spoken to underline the point — be 
bought two apples from a peddler, “about the size 
of golf balls.” and found them full of worms. 

At his first right of “Homer's wine-dark sea,” 
which at Trieste looked to him “like dishwater ” he 
wondered what “the Greeks would have done if 


they had had a coast like California.” And the Aus- 
trian countryside inspires this remarkable passage: 

”1 seemed to see Richard the Lion- 
Hearted . . . cold and Hamm y in his suit of clank- 
ing armor, only his black eyes glinting at the visor 
of his helmet, weary in mind and aehiqg in body, 
eaten alive by lice and gnawed with fear and suspi- 
cion. uncertain of friend and foe and whether he 
would ever get back to his homeland, with a large 
pack of vassals and hangers-on to account for, 
along with numerous baying does, thieves and beg- 
gars. pause for a moment right where we were 
standing, to peer down ai a black, alien river he 
would never see again — not a great figure in histo- 
ry, carrying a shield, but a flesh-and-blood bully 
who was saddle sore and homesick." 


Yet the loss of illusion in “Solo” is in no way 
depressing. Indeed one has to stop reading and 
think about the text in order to imagine the young 
traveler’s disenchantment. This is because he seems 
to welcome with good-humored equanimity what- 


ever befalls him in Europe. He visits an Austrian

Sdtloss and gets caught for the winter in a scene 
painted by Brueghel a “world out of time” so mar- 
velously eccentric that no single detail such as the 
presence of a tomahawk-wielding cigar-store Indian 
in one of the castle’s halls, can begin to capture the 
flavor.

A 'Spiritual Disneyland’ in Detroit 

Heirs of the Auto Assembly Line Invest in Hare Krishna

D ETROIT — The face of the 
god is bright blue, of 
course. So is the lustrous skin on 
his four arms. Just as you’d ex- 
pect in any image of Krishna in 
Bombay or Bengal But this stat- 
ue of the Hindu deity is 5 feet 
tall fashioned from acrylic resins, 
illumined by computer-driven 
light banks and speaking through 
a pair of high- response stereo 
speakers. 

And it is standing in the middle 
of East Detroit, down the road 
from the scabrous urban wrack 
around the old Chrysler plant in a 
neighborhood of square bride 
homes. 

The statue is the highlight of 
the Hare Krishna movement’s lat- 
est acquisition, the Bhaktivedanta 
Cultural Center, housed in the 
Tabled Fisher Mansion and now 
open to the public at S3 a head. 

The building, a Hoflywoodish 
mongrel of Moorish, Italian Re- 
naissance and Spanish styles, was 
built in 1927 by Lawrence (“Body 
by”) Fisher, founder of Cadillac 
Motors. It passed to an heir sym- 
pathetic to the Hare Krishna 
cause, and in 1975 was purchased 
jointly for $300,000 by two move- 
ment devotees from once-hostBe 
clans -. Alfred Brush Ford (great- 
grandson of Henry Ford) and 
Elisabeth Reuther Dickxnever 
(daughter of the late Walter 
Reuther, president of the United 
Auto Workers). 

During the 1970s, Ford sank 
another $2 million into renovat- 
ing the building and walled 
acres of grounds. Today it houses 
what one devotee calls “a spiritu- 
al Disneyland,” featuring a “mul- 
timedia diorama exhibition” ex- 
plaining the aims of Krishna con- 
sciousness and Govioda’s, “De- 
troit’s most exciting vegetarian 
restaurant.” 

Fisher might never have sur- 
vived the sight. His opulent gar- 
dens are now dotted with life-size 
canopied sculptures of the 10 
principal incarnations of Krishna 
— eaA with a differently colored 
overhead light and crafted of 
plastic resin “treated to look just 
like aged bronze.” His marble- 
floored ballroom has become a 
temple where worship begins at
